Deer Srotherj 

This cornea to let you know'that I am in good health a present bless* d be God 
for it hoping these will find you and your family in the Bame condition; for tho 
we have been long absent from each other, yet neither time nor distance of place 
can remove the brotherly affection I have for you. As for my situation in this 
County!, I live on e branch of the l/iesieeippi VTaterB, which in very fertile land 
but ie not yet purchased from the Indiana. I enjoy a reasonable living but have 
been lone inT^JiReroue situation from the incersions of the savages; yet though 


been long inTdihgerouB situation from the incersions ol tne savages; 
the protection of God have hitherto escapte, and had I the Comfort of you to con¬ 
verse with should think myself happy. 

But I dare not edvise to come to thia country. Yet were I in Ireland and had 
euch a family as you have and could free it in no other way, I would bind myself 
and them before I would stay to be so oppressed, but you have no occasion, for if 
you are unable to pay your passage, come upon redemption to Pennsylvania and Erothr 
William will soon release you, and as soon as I have opportunity I will repay it 


I had the comfort of hearing of your welfare by Brother .Villiam which gave me

great satiefecti^, and likewise I heard of Brother Thomas. 

I h6^ve no child which wakes me more desirous to have you i ear. L'y wife joins 
in our love to you and family and Sister Elizabeth and her family and to all old 
freinds, which is allfrom your affectionate and loving brother till Death.
